a.  Daring  this  reporting  period,  the  36th  Signal  Battalion  has  extdn- 

s  ively  planned  for  relooatlon  and  redeployment  of  supportod  units  vithln  lts 
ourrent  sphere  of  operations* 

(1 )  Song  BSi  The  MACV  Compound  was  relocated  to  a  now  location  within 
Song  Be  Site,  thus  necessitating  the  complete  relooatlon  of  oonmmioatlons 
facilities.  The  new  bunker  complex  houses  AH/TRO-117,  A104TC-3,  AR/GR0142, 
and  A^/MGC-19  -vans.  New  buried  cable  will  support  most  of  the  looal  tele¬ 
phones  and  quality  of  servloe  should  improve. 

(2)  Lai  Khet  The  redeployment  of  the  1st  Difhntry  Division  to  CONUB, 
and  the  subsequent  turnover  of  Lai  Khe  Base  Camp  to  the  5th  ARVN  Division 
has  necessitated  a  coqplete  reevaluation  of  cocnunioatlons  requirements. 

Present  plans  call  far  a  significant  reduction  of  communications  support. 
Communications  will  bo  available  for  a  MACV  Advisory  Team,  with  a  completion 
dato  of  late  February. 

(3)  Hill  837 1  The  36th  Signal  Battalion  will  relocate  its  rolay  site  at 
Hill  837  to  Nui  Trl,  3  miles  southeast  of  loan  Loo.

(a)  OBSERVATION!  The  overwhelming  majority  of  replacement  personnel 
arriving  in  KVN  have  no  record  of  having  'qualified  with  the  M-60  Machine 
Qun  or  M-79  Grenade  Launoher, 

(b)  EVALUATION!  it  is  essential  that  signal  personnel  are  qualified  in 
the  use  of  the  M-60  and  M-79  weapons.  Virtually  all  signal  troops  ore  as 
assigned  the  use  of  these  weapons  for  perimeter  guard  duty,  reaction  force 
and,  at  tines,  exterior  patrols.  There  is  no  range  available  in  Vietnam  for 
qualification  purposes.  Although  all  personnel  reooivo  familiarisation 
training,  their  proficiency  is  questionable  and  certainly  not  up  to  tho 
standards  required  for  good  beso  camp  dofonse.

Either  qualification  for  signal  personnel  in  M-60  and  M-79  weaponry 
can  be  made  part  of  their  Southeast  Asia  orientation  training,  or  qualifi¬ 
cation  ranges  can  be  built  in  the  I  and  III  Corp  areas  of  Vietnam. 

(2)  Generator  fccr&tor Is .  Training  for  Signal  KQ3 's. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  personnel  with  31 H,  31 N,  72B,  and  72C  MOS's  heve 
virtually  no  knowledge  of  power  systems  and  simple  generator  operation. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Non-availability  of  generator  mechanics  on  site  when 
a  powor  failure  occurs  often  loads  to  outages  of  longer  than  necessary 
duration,  In  many  cases  simply  starting  a  backup  generator  and  switching 
loads  is  all  that  is  required  to  resume  site  power.  Signal  MOS  personnel 
have  had  no  schooling  in  powor  systems  and  simple  generator  operation.  In 
some  cases  they  arc  merely  shown  slides  of  generators  and  orientation  classes 
last  for  only  fifteen  minutes. 

(c)  RECCM4ENDATT0N:  Classes  including  practical  exorcises  utilizing 

5  KW,  10  KW,  15  KW,  30  43  KVJ,  and  60  KW  genorators  should  bo  held  in  all 

signal  MOS  classes.  Classes  should  include  generator  operation,  switch 
boxes,  and  paralleling  boxes.  In-country  GJT  classes  are  held  for  this  pur¬ 
pose,  but  the  existing  OJT  program  is  heavily  absorbed  in  solving  eritlcal 
MOS  shortages, 

(3)  Patch  Panel  Orientation  for  72B  Personnel. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  The  majority  of  newly  arrived  72B's  in  Vietnam  are 
unable  to  effectively  operate  the  organic  patch  panol  configurations  in 
AN/MGC-19  and  Alty/  MS 0-29  vans. 

: 

(b)  EVALUATION:  With  a  shortage  of  experienced  72B  personnel,  it  is 
often  necessary  to  roly  on  inexperienced  operators  for  shift  duty.  However, 
their  lack  of  patch  panel  knowledge  prevents  them  from  effectively  testing 
both  on  line  and  backup  equipment  with  back  to  back  procedures  through  the 
patch  panel. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION:  It  is  recommended  that  a  block  of  instruction  be 
inoludod  in  72B  MOS  school  for  patch  panel  operations.  Oh  the  job  training 
once  in  Vietnam * will  serve  as  effective  refresher  training.

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Line  units  of  this  Battalion  have  had  to  resort  to 
the  barter  system  for  mission  essential  equipment  and  repair  parts

(b) .  EVALUATION:  The  supply  system  is  not  supplying  the  needs  of  the 
operating  units.  Although  this  statement  may  be  debated  at  staff  levels, 
it  is  a  cruel  reality  to  any  line  unit.  The  very  existence  of  a  red  ball 
or  blue  streak  requisition*  is  an-adnission  that  the  urgency  of  need  and 
Issue  priority  •system  is  not  as  responsive  as  ‘desired.  Not  just  low  volume 
items  are  involved  here,  but  rather  high  density,  high  volume  mission 
essential  items:  mosquito  nets,  truck  tires,  fan  belts,  fuel  filtors, 
capacitors,  and  many  others.  No  unit  can  adequately  perform  its  mission 
with  inadequate  supply  support.  This  unit  has  experienced  communications 
failures  directly  traoeable  to  inadequate  supply  support. 

(c)  RECCMMENLAT ICN :  An  effort  must  be  made  at  all  command  levels  to 
moke  known  the  failings  of  the  present  system,  and  to  recommend  changes  to 
improve  it.  It  is  not  good  enough  to  "cover  it  with  paper".  A  valid 
requisition  may  please  the  inspectors,  but  the  troops  cannot  sleep  under  a 
requisition,  you  cannot  substitute  a  2765-1  for  the  tires  on  a  truck,  and 
you  cannot  perform  your  mission  if  all  you  have  is  a  neat  pile  of  valid 
requisitions. 

(2)  Air  Condltlonl-T  Support. 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Maintenance  support  for  air  conditioning  equipmont 
is  inadequate. 

(b)  EVAUIATIOIJ:  This  problem  has  been  especially  prevalent  with  dial 
central  office  air  conditioners.  The  air  conditioning  equipment  in  the 
AN/TTO-28  seems  to  be  virtually  unrepairable,  and  whilo  thoy  rost  in -a- 
maintenance  yard,  siglnif leant  damage  is  done  to  the  DCO.  No  substitutes 
are  available  for  turned  In  items,  as  thoy  are  not  TC&E  authorized.  The 

Di  An  DCO  suffered  for  several  months  without  air  conditioning  installation. 
The  support  furnished  at  Di  An  by  PA&E  and  the  post  engineer  is  best  typified 
as,  too  little  and  mostly  too  late. 

(o)  RECOMMENDATION:  Air  conditioner  repair  remains  a  problem  that 
appears  to  bo  presently  solvable  only  by  command  pressure  at  tho  highost 
level.  Recoraaend  investigation  of  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a 
central  maintenance  float  of  air  conditioners,  together  with  a  controlled 
canr.ibalisatlon  and  repair  point.  Also  recommond  appropriate  actions  to 
attempt  to  improve  PA&B  support  in  this  area.

a*  reference  item  "Generator  Operator's  Training  for  oi&pal  tf)3's", 
Para  2e(2),  Page  3:  Training  on  such  a  wide  range  of  generators  would  not 
be  feasible  for  72B  personnel.  Brigade  does  concur  that  at  the  Fort  Gordon 
Signal  School,  a  block  of  instruction  should  be  devoted  to  training  on 
30  KW  and  60  k.I  generators.  Each  student  should  be  required  to  perform 
operator's  maintenance  and  have  the  ability  to  properly  start  and  stop 
generator  units. 

b.  Reference  item  "Patch  Panel  Orientation  for  72E  Personnel",  Para 
2o(3),  Page  3:  Brigade  fully  concurs,  such  training  is  more  critical  in 
today's  swift  mobile  tactical  communication  complexes  than  ever  before. 

This  not  only  applies  to  Vietnam  hnt  throughout  the  free  world.  This 
training  should  be  required  and/or  recommended  for  all  722  students  at  the 
fort  Gordon  Signal  School  for  all  types  of  communication  facilities, 
regardless  of  siss  or  configuration. 

o.  Reference  item  "Inadequate  Supply  Support",  Para  2f(l),  Page  3* 

(1)  The  supply  system  is  responsive  to  requests  which  have  been 
properly  prepared  and  submitted.  The  inadequate  response  as  outlined  in 
this  comment  is  traced  to  improper  preparation  of  requests  coupled  with 
the  abuse  of  the  IPO.  further  observation  of  units  reveals  that  poor 
response  to  supply  requirements  is  caused  by  the  unit  in  that  requests  are 
not  generated  into  the  supply  channels  with  order  and  ship  time  being 
considered  • 

(2)  Supply  problems  are  further  compounded  by  the  experience  of  the 
individuals  and  observation  reflects  that  mest  personnel  do  not  have  the 
initiative  for  self  education  within  the  supply  field.
